ARSON AND SUICIDE.

PORTLAND (Or.) Sept. 29.—A spe- 
cial to the Evening Telegram from 
Lacenter, Wash., sa Actuated by a 
desire for revenge probably tem- 
porary insanity, R. 8. Davis, a drug- 
gist, 85 years of age, last night set ‘je 
to the drug store of Mrs. White here, 
returned to his own store, set fire to 
it and was himself consumed in the 
flames. As the result five buildings 
are now in ashes. The fire from Mrs. 
White's building ignited the residence 
of J. W. Burnett, dock agent of the 
Lewis River Transportation Company, 
destroyed it and spread to a 
store and photograph gallery. which 
stood between the two drug stores. All 
were completely destroyed. The sup- 
position is that after having destrowed 
the property of his opponent in bus!- 
ness, Davis either swallowed the con- 
tents of a vial of poison or lay down 
and permitted himself to be cremated 
alive. Davis hated Mrs. White, who 
kept the opposition drug store about 
fifty yards from his own. He 1 
that she was unfair in trade and that 
her efforts were directed toward in- 
jury of his business. dead man 
had owned and operated a drug store 
at intervall since 1873.

The organ of the Mace- 
donian Revolutionary Committee an- 
nounces today the outbreak of an in- 
surrection in Macedonia under the 
leadership of Jankoff, a former Bul- 
garian colonel, who has at his disposal 
over three thousand combatants, di- 
vided into several bodies.

Death Roll Resulting From Hurricanes 

Swelling—Six Hundred Bodies Await- 

ing Burial—Epidemic Feared.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] A dispatch from Rome says the 
death roll resulting from the recent 
hurricanes in Sicily is swelling.

Several shops were 
wrecked and the population becoming 
panic-stricken, fled to the mountains. 

TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION.

SYRACUSE, Sicily, Sept. 29.—A 
storm burst over the district of Santa 
Maria yesterday and many houses 
were destroyed. The stormy weather 
continues generally throughout Sicily. 
It is now believed that 200 persons 
perished at Modica during the tor- 
nado. In one instance a family of ten 
persons was drowned in bed. The vil- 
lage of Sortino has been practically 
destroyed and forty-three persons were 
drowned. The water rose in the 
church to*a height of twelve feet.

Aged Irish Woman's 
Rich Legacy. 


Great Wealth Left Her 
by Cousin in Seatile. 
A Dublin Saddler Aiso Gets 


an Equal Share of 
the Estate.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—It is doubtful if 
a fortune ever tumbled into the lap 
of a person less likely to use it to ad- 
vantage than the $200,000 which the 
United States Supreme Court recently 
awarded to sixty-five-year-old Hannah 
Callaghan, of Cork, as her share in the 
estate of her cousin, John Sullivan, 
who died in Seattle, Wash. 

From the accompanying photograph 
of Hannah Callaghan—the first which 


a narrow, pointed nose, thin lips, a 
bitter tongue and aggressive disposi- 
tion, the woman who has just inher- 
ited $300,000 earned her living, until 
a few days ago, as a ragpicker. For 
years she has made her home in a 
squalid little room—for which she oc- 
casionally has been able to pov a shil- 
ling a week rent—in a narrow aliey, 
appropriately named, “Crone’s Lane,” 
in Cork’s worst slum. She began life 
as a crochet-worker, and once earned 
as much as $5 a week--then she got 
to be a scrub-woman, and made less, 
and of late years she has collected 
bones, sold fruit and generally lived 
from hand to mouth. She has deen 
somewhat partial to gin. : 

When the news reached Hannah Ca!- 
laghan, the other day, that she had 
inherited half of John Sulivan's for- 
tune—Edward Corcoran, a poor Du)b- 
lin artisan got the other half—ihe vid 
woman was so bewildered that she 
could hardly realize whut it meant to 
her. She heard that her cousin had 
died intestate, but had thought so t- 
tle of her own chances of geiting a 
share of his estate that when Ameri- 
can lawyers came to her several 
months ago and offerea to push her 
claim, she made no trouble over sign- 
ing an agreement that they should 
take half of any sum they succeeded 
in getting awarded io her. 

This doesn't mean, however, that the 
old woman was fleeced by her Ameri- 
can attorneys. For six months they 
have worked like beavers to get 
‘inheritance, and the endless troubie 
they took and the ingenuity they man- 


tested certainly entitle them to a 
pretty-sizabie fee, if not as large a one 
as they have gained. Besides fin 


in the slums of Irish cities the two 
obscure people who are John BSulli- 
van's next of kin, they turned up, after 
weeks of searching. certificates dating 
back as far as 1804, and cven dug up 
the coffins that held the remains pf 
Sullivan's parents, in order to copy the 
inscriptions on the plates. 

Meanwhile, they deposited to Han- 
nah's credit in a Cork bank $750, al- 
lowing her to draw $5 a week thereof 
—so sure did they feel of success. 

Since Hannah Callaghan became an 
heiress, a clergyman in ner neighbor- 
hood has been locking after her to see 
that no one takes advantage of her. 
The precaution is necessary, for the 
old Irish woman, who hasn't yet de- 
cided to leave the dirty little room 
in which she has lived for so long, is 
being harried by folk who have sud- 
denly discovered themselves to be 
“relatives” of hers. disinterested souls 
who would be willing to assist her to 
invest her money. as well as gallant 
suitors who love her for herseif alone 

Edward Corcoran, the Dublin man 
who gets the other half of John Sul- 
livan’s fortune, is a saddler. Like 
Hannah Callaghan, he was Sullivan's 
first cousin. Like her, too, when ap- 
proached by the American lawyers, he 
signed deeds making over to them a 
large share of his inheritance in case 
he got it. No sooner was he in pos- 
session of his legacy, however, than 
Corcoran tried to get his agreement 
set aside. He has not

old people, having led lives of pove * 
are suddenly made rich, it can 
found in the strgmge career of John 
Sullivan himselt the builder of the 
fortune which Corcoran and Hannah 
Callaghan have inherited. He was 
born in the same Cork slum in which 
the old rag-and-bone picker has lived 
so long. He became a sailor and 
finally was shipwrecked on the coast of 
the State of Washington. Alone of the 
crew of his ship. he was cast ashore 
alive. He suffered terribiy from cold 
and lost several toes through frost- 
bite, but managed to keep alive 
through killing and eating small ani- 
mals and birds. Then he built him- 
self a cabin, and afterward a second 
one which he rented to a man who 
happened along. Finally he had a 
-whole village of shanties which he 


| owned, but just as it was beginning 


to bring bim in a little something in 
the way of rent, the whole settlement 
burned down. 

Sullivan still owned the land, how 
ever, and he rebullt upon it and event- 
ually, as one of the founders of Seat- 
tle, grew rich. 5

City Fathers are face to 
face with the “tide which, taken at the 
flood, leads on.to fortune.” Residents 
of every ward have complained repeat- 
edly to the Street Superintendent and 
to their legislative representative about 
the street sprinkling service. Superin- 
tendent McGuire has done his dyty as 
he sees it. and the eyes of the people 
are on the Councilmen. 

It has been customary for protes- 
tants to seek relief at the hands of 
their Counciimen. Almost always the 

perty owner is referred to the Street 
perintandent for solace. Note is 
made of the complaint, and the street 
inspector is charged with 
seeing tractor sprinkles 
ly.

of that austere individual is short. In 
most cases no improvement results. 
For some reason not only the street 
sprinkling, but other contractors seem 
to believe they have the support of the 
Council in whatever they do, and not 
infrequently inspectors are given to 
understand that it Will not be well with 
them if any fault is found. Indeed, a 
‘disposition to favor contractors on pub- 
lic work to the detriment of the serv- 
ice rendered has frequently been shown 
by the Council.

Superintendent McGuire has refused 
to approve the demand of Contractor 
„ amounting to $4965, for street 
sprinkling this month, and has left the 
cil to dc how much deduction 
should ba made. While he would not 
State definitely yesterday for what 
amount the demand should be ap- 
proved, he intimated that one-half the 
Amount is all that the contractor de- 
serves. The Superintendent's report, 
which was referred by the Council to 
the committee of the whole, is ap- 
pended in full: - 
I desire to again call your attention 
to the negiigence of the street sprink- 
ling contractor in sprinkling the city 
streets. My office is besicged by angry 
property owners demanding better 
sprinkling. i have répeatediy called 
the attention of the contractor to his 
dereliction of duty until patience has 
ceased to be a virtue. 

“Property owners have paid thous- 
ands of dollars to improve their re- 
spective streets, and the city is doing 
likewise in keeping them in repair; 
but the careless and negligent way in 
which they are sprinkled (if sprinkied 
at Rll) will cause them to be again re- 
graded either by the city or property 
ewners. 

“The contractor has repeatedly vio- 
lated the terms of his contract by not 
obeying the orders of this office. 

“The specifications say: ‘The con- 
tractor must sprinkle all streets here- 
under sufficiently often to keep the dust 
thoroughly laid, and to the satisfaction 
of the City Council, and also the said 
contractor shall sprinkle such streets, 
or portions of streets, in such manner 
cr Way, and at such times of day or 
night, as the Council or such other offi- 
cer so designated my direct or require. 
The Council reserves the right at all 
times to supervise the work to be done 
hereunder or to, from time to time, 
designate such officer or officers who 
shail have such supervision.’ 

“In addition the speeifications say, 
‘that it the contractor fails, neglects or 
refuses, to sprinkle any streets or por- 
tion of streets, to the satisfaction of 
the Council or officer designated by 
said Council, the Council or such offi- 
cer may determine upon the amount 
which shall be deducted from the com. 
pensation of the contractor, and in 
case he fails to allow such deduction,

Therefore I would recommend that 
your honorable body take such action 
as to the violations Of the terms of 
said contract as you may deem just 
and proper in the premises.”

Reumanian Minister to England De- 

nies Cruelties to Jews, But Lenden 

Daily News Thinks Otherwise. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

LONDON, Sept. 29.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.}) There was published in Lon- 
don this morning an interview with 
the Roumanian Minister to Great 
Britain, M. Catargaz, i: which the 
Minister denies that Jews in Nou- 
mania are subjected to disabilities dit- 
terent from those imposed upon other 
foreigners there. He says Jewisa emi- 
gration is not due to persecut'o., hut 
tc severe agricultural depress'on. in 
an editorial article on the Roumanian 
Ministers remarks, the Daily News 
says if that were the case there would 
be occasion for a grave protest from 
other nations than the United States 
and Great Britain, but we are quite 
sure that the United States would not 
have intervened unless it had ample 
proofs of its case. 

A dispatch from Brussels to the 
Daily Telegraph says an agreement 
win probably be reached between the 
heads of high finance in Europe to 
prevent the issue of Roumanian loans 
until the oppressive anti-Jewish legis- 
lation of that country has been modi- 
fied. Such action would embarrass 
seriously the Roumanian government 
in the redemption of a large amount 
of treasury bonds payable in 1904.
